War in Pennsylvania... 
BraDFrorp, October 15. 

There was no new development in 
the miners strike to-day. Trouble is 
expected to begin at 7 o’clock to-mor- 
row morning, when 600 miners in the 
employ of the Rochester & Pittsburg 
Railroad will attempt to do Some work, 
The strikers who are heavily armed, 
are encamped near the mines. The 
railroad authorities anticipate a bloody 
time, and will use every precautton to 
‘protect their men. Said one of the 
officials: The mines will be ogened 
at all hazards to-morrow, and we ex- 
pect the strikers will resort to violence, 
but we are prepared for them. Ou 
inines are guarded by one bundre: 
Pinkerton detectives all armed with 
Winchester repeatiug rifles and thirty- 
eight calibre revolvers. If the rioters 
attempt to interfere, or use force to 
prevent our men from working, ther 
will certainly be bloodshed. Captain 
Foley arrived from Chicago to-night. 
I have delivered to Foley, 12 repeat. 
ing rifles, 12 revolvers and 2,300 rounds 
of ammunition; the car contained 12 
mattresses for the use of the men. The 
entire force will be there at I o’clock 
on Monday morning, and will remain 
on duty until the affair is settled. It 
is reported here to-night, that every 
precaution has been made to open by 
force, the mines at Reynoldsville. 
Over 2,000 armed strikers are en- 
camped at these mines but the owners 
have engaged special policemen, aud 
say they will resume work if it bo- 
comes necessary to kill off he enii.e 
force of strikers. 

BRADFORD, Pa., October 15. 

The Beech Tree mines, owned by 
the Rochester & Pittsburg Railroad, 
started up this morning with 160 
men without any disturbance. The 
presence of Pinkerton's detective 
party is having a good effect on the 
strikers. The attempt will be mace 
to open the mines of the company nt 
Punsatawney this afternoon, and the 
extensive mines at Dubois to-morrow. 
The strikers at these points are very 
strong, and, it is supposed, will resist 
the attempt at a resumption. Di- 
patches from Reynoldsville report a.

A Commercial Failure. 
NEW York, October 15. 

The dry goods commerciai agency 
reports that Hyans Bros., a large firm 
of New York and San Francisco, in 
the wholesale clothing trade, have 
suspended. There are rumors as yet 
unconfirmed, of a still larger failure 
in the same line of goods. 
. Hyans, in speaking of his suspen- 
sion, said that judgment for $78,000 
had been obtained against his brother 
Edward in San Francisco, where the 
latter had charge of the branch house. 
This judgment was against his brother 
individually, and did not affect the 
firm. The creditors in New York, be- 
coming alarmed, Hyans made an as- 
signment to avoid attachment. The 
liabilities in this city, it is said, would 
not amouaet to more than $55,000, and 
in San Francisco probably not wire 
than $100,000. Hyans is positive the 
firm will pay 100 cents on the dollar, 
and that the trouble will be merely 
emporary.

229. This makes the last year’s con 
derts amount to 18 10 per cent of the 
whole number of adherents of the 
spurious faith, and would indicate, 
-ither that the heads of the organiza 
tion willfally underrated the mem ber- 
ship for some anknown cause, or ex- 
aggerated the number of new con- 
verts. The feature of the Mormon 
system that was prominentiv’shown 
st the Conference was the manner in 
vhich the creed is planted in terri 
ory contiguous to Utah. There are 
2,264 Mormons in Arizona and twice 
s many in Idaho, while the South 
onveits ure being gettled in Colo- 
rado. In this way, it is doabtiess 
intended after a time, to control 
legislation in these sections. This is 
4 serious matter and has vo doubt 
received the attention that is its doe 
from the General Government. 

The Lyon County Timessays: ‘‘There 
is probably not another littie town in 
the State that has so many prospects of 
gain becoming a thriving business 
point as Dayton. For many years— 
since the Comstock has been so dull— 
there has been a gradual decline in 
business bere, but now the outlook is 
more encouraging, and the indications 
ire that it will not be a great while be- 
fore good times come.

would again bring Sutro to the front, 
so that she would once more experience 
the lively time’ that were had when 
there were over 1,000 men at work 
there. In the next place the indications 
are good for a mine to be found in 
Silver City where C. C. Stevenson has + 
number of men at work on the Regent. 
In.case'a body of ore should be discov- 
ered it will be worked at his new mill 


atthe Rock Point site, which is nearly 


chm pleted, and this would also tend to 
increase the business intrests of both 
Silver City and this town. Besides there 


are other prospects in that neigbbor- 
hood that are very liable to turn ont
